THE GALT SAUCER Oil JULY 30th, 1957 


On Tuesday, July 30, 1957, around 
10.30 a.mo. Jack Stephens, age 15 , 
saw a flying saucer land within 300 
yards of him. Walking with his dog 


Tex about 4 miles from Galt, Jack saw 


a bright light over the Cedar Road 
coming in his direction emitting a 
humming noise. It was the light that 
first attracted his attention. The 
hum sounded like that of a ball being 
swung around on an elastic. Hovering 
briefly, it dropped straight dovm into 
a gully, part of a grain field, slight¬ 
ly hidden by bushes and small trees. 
Standing beside a tree on a hill on 
the farm of 3. J. Knapp, not sure of

Suddenly the 
saucer rose from the ground and flew 
off into the direction from which it 
came.

Here Is a description of the landing 
as told me by Jack. It dipped across 
cne of the small lakes and hovered 
above the gully, then descended to 
the ground and seemed to hover once 
more* Whether it actually touched 
ground at this time was hard to tell 
because of the tall grass and weeds 
which partly obscured the lower view* 

It had a dome) that was stationary, 
but the wide body was spinning very 
fast. As the spinning gradually di¬ 
minished you. could see that the outer 
ring consisted of portholes with a 
light shining from inside. Two bales 
of grain were ripped open and strewn 
about. No sign of life appeared, 
and no doors were seen either. Some 
sort of overlapping came down from 
the dome to the outer flange in ver¬ 
tical lines. As it was descending, 
there was a glow or radiation coming 
from the undercarriage, but no flame. 
When it started to rise there was no 
sound. A radiation test was made 
with a portable geiger counter by 
Andrew Tarchuke A slight Increase In 
the count was detected in the area 9 
but barely noticeable in the circum¬ 
ference area. The three-toed-prints 
were 14 5 X 15* 'X 17* apart respect¬ 
fully, not a perfect triangle. When 
Jack put his hand down on a print, 
the hand started to turn a purple 
color. The area covered was 35' in di¬ 
ameter and the saucer was about 12* 
high.

PART II 

THE LATEST REPORT ON THE CtALT SAUCER 


Mr. S. J . Hartman, F. R© C , S.T.b. , 

PH.D., DcSG., who runs a chemical 
ground-analysis laboratory in G-alt, 
found evidences of man-made physical 
properties In the ground at the land¬ 
ing spot, but there was also something 
he wasn't sure of. Mr. Hartman and his 
associates removed samples of the bur- 4 
ned grain stubble, the ground, and took 
tests of the three-toed markings found ( 
where the saucer hovered. Further ' 
tests were conducted, especially in 
germination* If grain areas affected 
by the burned spots, or the rumored ™ 
radiation develop much quicker, he 
said, it might prove the radiation to 
be beneficial. Keep in mind that ex¬ 
posure to the one area for a time gave 
a slight purple tinge to the skin, as 
reported by several people. Including 
Jack Stephens, the witness to the 
landing. 

On April 6, 1958 Homer Schaefer and I 
visited with Mr. Hartman to find out 
the results of his tests. 

In brief, they were as follows: 


1* Soon after the saucer took off, 
soil samples were tested under a 
microscope. A blue-purple radiation 
was observed, being attracted to the 
north, no matter what direction the 
microscope was turned, using soil from 
the three-toed print* Soil a fraction 
of an inch from outside the area gave 
no affects at all. 

2 0 Using an instrument to tell pressvu^P 
of the soil, he had pressed the 
device into the earth. It went in 
about 1 inch before pressure registered , % 
But, where the soil In the print should 
have been compressed and much harder 
due to the weight of the saucer, the • 
device went down 4 inches before re¬ 
gistering pressure. It could be 
described as moon-dust» 


3. Soil was sealed in test-tubes. 

It divided itself into fine partic¬ 
les which went to the east side of 
the tube, and coarse particles went to 
the west side. A thin laye*r of earth 
at the top seemed to glow when put near 
the light. Water was also present 
on top. 

4. When grain samples were grown. 
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they were healthier and sturdier than 
the grain elsewhere in the field. 

More will be grown to test for muta¬ 
tions. 

5« Ants in the scorched area were 
larger and stronger looking than 
ants in untouched areas. Also the 
ant-hills themselves were much higher 
than the ordinary ones. 

- 6 , More of this earth was placed in 
a Jar and sealed*. A tiny spider 
was unfortunate to get Itself into 
" 'this Jar the same tine the earth was 
put in. But if the spider was to face 
ts like-speeles now r it would be 
ailed a giant, because it was now 
about 10 times the usual size 0 

7. Six-inch-long nails were put in a 
another Jar containing earth from 
the print. Txvo probes were put on the 
various nail-heads which was in turn 
attached to a galvanic meter. This is 
an instrument for determining the 
strength and direction of an electric 
current. When connections were made, 
the galvanic meter hand on the dial 
Jlamped registering current. When the 
soil was fresh last year, the hand 
pimped the full range of the dial. 

Ir. Hartman at that time was on Kitch¬ 
ener To7o demonstrating with equip¬ 
ment which belonged te the station. 

His own equipment gave the same effect. 

Two more tests were made for (a) con¬ 
tinuity, (b) magnetic current. 
Conclusion: POLARITY IS ELUSIVE, 
n 0ULD HOT FIX POLARITY. This test has 
een ma.de by a Mr. Jo Stauffer, a ‘ , ham ,, 
radio operator. The above test was 
witnessed by Mr. Kike Mathews, news 
^announcer for Galt radio station CF"TJ. 

I had an idea that the saucers may be 
• after pure water. One of the things 
Jack Stephens told me was that G-alt 
water came from artesian wells. Mr. 
Hartman believes as I do, and has an 
idea they get some sort of energy from 
it. We were told that the whole Kitch- 
ener-Galt area was on top of one huge 
watershed or underground lake. He had 
seen signs of unusual activity along 
the banks of the Grand River the past 
few months, besides seeing the saucers 
on various occasions elsewhere. 

As tests progress, I hope to be able to 


give more information in these columns. 
We all owe a pat on the back to Mr. 
Hartman and associates who have done 
an excellent Job of investigating this 
case. Their many experiments have 
shown that on July 30, 1957, something 
unusual happened in a farmerb field 
in Galt. 


FIELD INSPECTION REPORT ON GALT WATER 

A recent field Inspection of Galt's 

waterworks system by examiners of the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission 
reveals that the public utilities has 
five wells, all supplying Grade A water 
that is quite hard and has no vestige 
of bacteriological content. (It may be 
noted here that Mr. Hartman also tested 
the water in the little lake near the 
landing spot of the sauoer and found 
the water to be absolutely pure. -G.D.) 
One strange thing developed. At the 
new Blair Road iirell, the Inspectors 
discovered 1.1 parts per 1,000 of fluo¬ 
ride - which is approximately the am¬ 
ount of fluoride considered acceptable 
in the control of dental caries. 

"In other words, that well has the 
amount that would normally be placed 
if a fluoridation system was installed^" 
said a local PUC official. Yet there 
are no fluorides at all In the Elgin 
Street well. The city’s Well No.#3 
has a very small amount of the material. 
(The Galt Reporter, Frl., May 2, 1958) 


On May 18, I spoke to Gerry Pawelko 
who showed me the photographs he took 
of the landing-spot the following Thurs¬ 
day along with Jack Stephens and their 
friend. Using a box-camera, he photo¬ 
graphed the surroundings. Because 
photos of the ground were taken at less 
than 6 feet trtiich is the minimum dis¬ 
tance for clarity with this type of cam¬ 
era, they were a bit blurred. However, 
photos of the scorched areas showed a 
much greater amount of blurriness, than 
untouched areas. Radiation tends to 
fog or blur film. Was this further 
proof of radiation being present? 


In late September, ’57, Mr. & Mrs B. 
Stephens were going to Kitchener in the 
car when Mr. Stephens noticed a strange 
light in the sky. Telling his wife, she 
saw it too. Arriving at their destina¬ 
tion it was still there but gradually 
it turned from a brilliant light to 
a red color and dimmed out completely. 
They are the parents of Jack. 






















April 2/58 - At 8* *15 p.m, Wednesday, 
M.r 0 Allan Pollock of Richvale, Onto, 
was driving his wife to choir prac¬ 
tice when she noticed a moving light 
trailing flame* When Mr. Pollock 
looked up s he saw no flame but a 
scintillating cold-bluish light as it 
skimmed horizontally across the coun¬ 
tryside, quickly changing direction 
downwards and dropping out of sight*

It was headed In a north-easterly

April. 5/58 - On this date their son, 
"David Pollock, 12, saw what he called 
a flying saucer. He was staying for 
the ’weekend at a boy scout camp called 
the “Honey Pot", north of Toronto, 
About 3,a 0 m 0 he woke up and couldn't 
sleep. It was a beautifully clear 
night and a full moon lit up the coun¬ 
tryside, Putting on a few clothes, 
he iirent outside for a walk with a 
chum who was also awake at the time. 
Outside were a few other lads from 
another patrol, maybe they couldn’t 
sleep either* Out of the sky came a 
'’swishing noise' 1 and an object as 
David described as “saucer-shaped 11 
curved mors on the top than on the 
bottom* It appeared to be “whirling" 
and about the length of a car* Flames 
were coming from the back and sides 
as it lit up the surroundings and 
flew in a north westerly direction.

3y using a l e 000-*ft-long hypersonic 
tunnel now being constructed, the 
moon will be tested at about 17,000 
a«p,ho thru the tunnel* The radio 
I’, til transmit information during the 
Pbest and cameras will record the acticjn. 
When questioned. Dr, Bull would nei¬ 
ther confirm or deny the report* He 
said that no money had bean asked for 
financing a launching and wouldn’t 
comment on the space-gun, whether it 
was being specially built for the 


satellite or not* 

Prime Minister John Qiefenbaker aaid 
there wasn't a "scintalla of truth" 
in the story* Both Defence Dept, and 
Defence Research Board officials 
emphasise that Canada has no thought 
or intention of getting into the 
artificial moon business. Considering 
cost of research,, they see little 
point to Canada getting into the 
satellite race*

When they were discussing the ca.se of 
the young army scientist who wants to 
put Canada into the outer space contest 
defence officials recalled a similar 
project of several years ago \*hen a 
Transport Department officer became a 
flying saucer enthusiast and caused no 
end of embarrassment to the gov’t. 

There is, of course, this difference: 
Earth satellites are a reality. Flying 
saucers from other planets? Well, 
some believe in them but most people 
still have to be shown. 

The Transport Department was operating; 
a broadcast and measurement project, at 
Shirley Bay, some 10 miles west of 
Ottawa, In charge was Wilbur B, Smith. 
Mr* Smith got interested in flying 
saucers. There was some imused elec¬ 
tronic equipment lying around, and Kr. 
Smith, as the story was told at the 
time, had no trouble convincing his 
deputy minister that a saucer sighting 
station \irould be a fine thing - provided 
Kr. Smith assembled the station out of 
the odds-and-ends of equipment in his 
ovm spare time. 

He did this and one day Canadians were 
flabbergasted to learn that the Federal 
Government had established the world’s 
first official flying saucer station* 
Officials were questioned about it. 

They were somewhat evasive about the 
"official'’ part of the designation, but 
for reasons already explained there was 
no outright denial of the report. 

Before long the government in general 
and Transport Department in particular 
wished it hadn’t been so free and easy 
in handling the problem. For Mr. Smith 
was a real enthusiast.. Before long ha 
was reporting a number of sightings of 
unidentified flying objects which could 
he said, have been flying saucers. 

There was a 31^ chance, that the sight¬ 
ings were real and not hallucinations 
or something of that kind. There was 
a 9% chance that the UFO’s were alien, 
coming from some other astral body. 

If you accepted this, then there it 
was 3 to 1 that the UFO’s were space¬ 
ships manned by human beings. Every 
report of a sighting gave rise to 
speculation about tiny green men 
engaged in mysterious operations in 
outer and inner space. It wasn’t long 
before these reports began to occasion

Mr® Smith still believes that some of 
the UFO's in the inner space may be 
flying saucers® A few weeks ago he 
addressed a service club here on the 
subject® It is his belief, he said, 
that spaceships have landed and they 
are manned by beings of superior in¬ 
telligence* But Mr* Smith is now on 
his own as far as the flying saucer 
busInes is concerned? the government 
has withdrawn its sponsorship*

encouragement at all from official 
Ottawa® (The Windsor Daily Star, Apr*23?
